The US Green Building Council developed LEED™, the 
most comprehensive voluntary system for designing, 
constructing and operating green buildings. It is currently 
the only industry standard available to score construction 
projects on sustainable characteristics. The rating system 
provides guidelines and standards for building & 
managing resource (and energy) efficient buildings.
